business. Our hero has been for m a­ 
ny years, a sort of k ing fisher, not 
the bird of that name but a “ bird of 
a fisherman,” in connection with his 
whilom p artner, Ik e Barr, an a u thor­ 
ity on piscatorial affairs about Dix­ 
on.

j remain under water. The test is fair­ 
ly made by placing his face— or head 
— in a buck et of water, where he 
has been k nown to hold it and his 
breath at the same time, some four 
or fiv e minutes. 


When he desite« a q uiet, restful 
day off he v isits Sterling. 
So in a 
chair of a saloon, he took a nap.

tion. He holds that the v arious towns 
of this county .where candidates hav e 
not filed nomination p apers at the 
present time, hav e a right to do so 
fifteen days before election. 
In this m atter he differs with the 
city attorney of Sterling, as well as 
the city attorney of Dixon. W. T. 
Stead, attorney general of Illinois, 
also holds to the same effect. 
Mr. 
W’aite holds that where p rimaries 
are not held,the primary election law 
does not apply.
